One of the most serious aspects of the 
autom obile accidents problem is a 
con- 
slan t increase in the num ber of fatalities 
per accident. In

1932— while 
fatalities 
ju m p ed 5.9 per cent. 
The reason for this is obvious: E x ces­ 
sive speed. It is an incontrovertible m ax im
